Implement Warehouse Gone 


Up in Smoke. 


MOORE'S COOPER SHOP DESTROYED. 


Loss Over $60,000—Splendid Work 


by the 
Firemen 
in Pro- 


tecting 
Adjacent 


Property. 


About 9:30 o'clock Sunday morning 


lire wns discovered in the large frame 
building at 511 Wabnsli avenue, occupied 
by X. A. Cruzan & Co., dealers in farm 
implements arid carriages, nnd before the 
flames were checked the Crn^an building 
iiiul Daniel Sloore-'s cooper shop were 
burned to the ground and ;i dwelling 
houso and quite an amount ol lumber 
\veie destroyed. The total damage us 
near as can bo estimated will probably 
roach $00,01)0. 


It was a terrible day for a fire on ac- 


count of tho high winds, and for a time 
all the buildings in tho block ivcre thre.it- 
ned 
Avlth destruction. 
The fire h.-id 


gamed such headway before thu fire de- 
partment was called that the firemen were 
unable to sav,c the burning buildings. 
They had n hard fight keeping tho fire 
from spreading any farther. 


Both oi tho larger building.'}' were filled 


with goods but actually nothing wns 
sayocl us the fire spread with biich rapidity 
that it was impossible to get anything 
out. 


How the Five Started. 


Cruram & Co. occupied n largo three 


story frame building fronting on AVubiish 
vrenno. Adjoining this was a two story 
building which extended to the Wabash 
railroad. The fire started in tho south- 
west corner of tho building near tho track. 
It wns snid that some waste had been 
thrown from a hot box on a car shortly 
before tho fire and it is supposed that it 
was blown under the building nnd sot 
Ire to tho floor. When the fire was dis- 
covered nil alarm wns at once sent in and 
ihe whole department responded. But by 
the time the firemen arrived tho building 
wns burning Inside and in n few minutes 
the flamos broke out. The wind blow 
from the south nnd west and carried the 
)laze to Daniel Mooro's cooper shop which 
van just enst of tho burning building 
Tho cooper shop was full of material for 
unking barrels and it burned like kind- 
iug wood. 


The two-story residence owned by H. E. 


Foster, and occupied by James Sullivan, 
vhich wns situated west of the Cru/.an 
building, took fire and was almost totally 
lestroyed 
Mr. Sullivan 
took some of 


iis household goods out but most of his 
'urnikvrc was burned or ruined by water 


It Looked Dangerous. 


-For n time it looked like the whole 


block would burn. The wind blew ter- 
rifically and carried with it pieces of 
turning wood which settled on the other 
buildings. Tho occupants of the dwelling 
louses on the north side of the street 
moved out their furniture and everyone 
vho could secure a garden hose kept n 
stream of water on their house. Even 
then somo of the houses wero scorched. 
Tho firemen worked hard and succeeded 
n confining the fire to the buildings men- 
tioned. 


It wns n very bnd neighborhood for n 


iro. Just south of tho Cruzan building 
u the other side of tho tracks is the Lyou 
& Armstrong planing mill and lumber 
yard and tho oil tanks of tho Standard 
Oil company. On tho east is the Colby 
3ros. lumber yard. Several piles of lum- 
ber took fire but the flames wero cheeked 
>cforc they had gone any farther. 
The 


icat from the fire was so intense that the 
oil tanks wore scorched. Fortunntoly the 
wind was olowing nwoy from the tanks 
or the flro might have been much worse 
ihan it was. 


The firemen had five or six streams of 


water r lay ing on the flrc and the build- 
ngs ncjir by and sin this way kept tho 
flames 
from spreading. 
The Cruznn 


railding and the cooper shop both burned 
;ill there was nothing more to burn and 
;here is now nothing left" but a mass of 
iron which was purt of the farm imple- 
ments. 


Set Fire to a Bonne. 


The wind carried the sparks a long 


distance. 
The residence of Isaac C. 


Elouck, nt 1060 North Morgan street, 
caught fire from some of the particles of 
burning wood which were blown in that 
direction and the roof of the house was 
burned. One of the chemicals was taken 
to Mr. Houck's house and the blaze was 
easily extinguished. 
The damage was 


not more than 125. 


Hnd a Hard Fight. 


Chief Devore in speaking of the flrc said 


thnt it was the hardest fight thnt the fire- 
men had hod in some time. They real- 
ized when they arrived that nothing 
could be done to save tho buildings which 
were In flames and they made a desperate 
effort to keep the fire from spreading. 
They did splendid work in checking the 
flames and It seems remarkable that the 
whole block was not swept away when it 
is considered whatVa start the flro hod 
and how hard the wind blew. The men 
worked until almost 3 o'clock In the 
afternoon. 


The buildings burned very quickly and 


it was not long after the flrc was discov- 
ered that the walls and roofs had fallen in 
and the place was a seething furnace 
sending up sparks that threatened every 
thing la the neighborhood. 


Burned the Poles Down. 


Two of the telegraph poles on the mil 


road at tho back of the building were S 
badly burned that it was necessary to put 
xip new ones and many of the tclcgrapl 
nnd telephone wires were down. Then,

Jlr. Cruzan besides conducting n car- 


riage business acted MS agent for several 
farm implement companies. His store 
house was full of machinery and he had 
unloaded three car loads during the past 
week. On account of the books being 
burned Mr. Cruzan could, not tell exactly 
how much stock had been burned. Xotb- 
ing was saved except the typewriter and 
the books that wero in the xife but many 
other valuable books ;uid orders wero 
destroyed. 
The three story building, 


ti>0x3(i feet on Wabash avenue was owned 
by Cru/an & Co. and was valued at f2,- 
800. 
It was covered with insurance to the 


amount ol M,300. The biggest lo-ers 
were Purlin & Orendorf, mnnufacturi-rs 
of farm machinery of Canton, 111. 
They 


owuccl the building on the railroad and 
valued it at about :J 1,000. Stored in it 
was a large stock of farm implements 
which was probably a loss of S-.'S.nOO. 
Tho McCormick Harvesting Co. lost bind- 
ers and mowers valued at $S,000, and the 
Milwaukee Harvesting Co. tiireu or four 
car loads of implements which will prob- 
ibly amount to Si t,000. 
Mr. Cruran han- 


dled goods for D M. Osborne & Co. and 
this firm lost nbout ?",000. The 3lilwau- 
icee Harvesting Co. had an insurance of 
$1,500 on their stock nnd the other out of 
town firms are protected by blanket insur- 
inco. Cm/an & Co. valued their stock 
of buggies and material for making shov- 
eling boards nt 53,000, and their tools nnd 
nachinery at about $'2,000. They had 
in insurance of SI,500 on the stock 


!Lost E-vcrything. 


Daniel Moore wns one of tho most un- 


'ortuuatc losers as he saved nothing nnd 
curried no insurance. His cooper shop 
vas n building 30x24 feet and behind it 
was a store house 70x40 feet. 
Ho places 


his loss on the buildings at $1,000, on his 
stock, which was material for making 
everal thousand barrels, at $1,200, and 
he loss on his tools at $800. This makes 
its total loss $3,500 He hnd no insurance 
vhatever. 


H. E. Foster valued the dwelling house 


it $1,500 and had it insured for $1,000 
Tames Sullivan carried an insurance of 
$400 on his household effects which will 
over all his loss. 


Will Iteliillld. 


Mr. Cruzan says that he expects to rc- 


mild as soon as possible. 
If other com- 


jnnies for whom he acts as agent want to 
hip goods here at once he will make 
\ temporary building, but nt any rate he 
will start work on a now building in the 
iiime place as soon as tho insurance is 
ettlcd. 


Mr. Moore snys that he is as yet nndc-

Prof. T. J. Lawrence, of Cambridge 


University, author of the "Principles of 
International Law," and a very high au- 
thority, makes this clear statement of the 
exact effect and possible consequences to 
the United States, to Spain and to Cuba 
of the action of congress yesterday. The 
concurrent resolution finally passed yes- 
terday has no effect whatever unless Ex- 
ecutive approval or proclamation gives it 
force. 


Of a people In armed rebellion against 


their government, as the Cubans are, 
Prof. Lawrence says: 


They are endeavoring, by war, to cut 


themselves adrift from the state of which 
they form a part and set up a separate 
existence of their own; and, while serious 
efforts are still being made for their sub- 
jection, the government they have created 
may at any moment be overturned and 
they may relapse into their former condi- 
tion.But meanwhile they are levying arm- 
ies and carrying on war, * » « War exists 
as n fact, and Interested states must open 
their eyes to It. This they do by what is 
known as recoguiton of belligerency. 


The effect of this action is to endow 


the community with the rights and all 
obligations of an independent state ao far 
as the war is concerned, but no fxirther. 
Its armies are lawful belligerents, not 
bnndltti; its ships jf war are lawful cruis- 
ers, not pirates; the supplies it takes from 
invaded territory are requisitions not rob- 
bery I <vt Hen its captures made in accord- 
ance with maritime law tire good prizes 
and its blockades must be respected by 
neutrals. 


"But on tho other hand, its govonmont 


cannot negotiate treaties, nor may it ac- 
credit diplomatic ministers. 
Tho inter- 


course It carries on with other powers 
must be informal and unofficial. 
It has 


no rights, no immunities, BO claims be- 
yond those immediately connected with 
its war. 


"Should the belligerent 
community 


succeed in defeating all tho attempts of 
tho mother country to subdue it, sooner or 
later existing states will accord it recogni- 
tion of independence and it will then stand 
on tho same footing as they do and become 
a subject of international law in all things 


'Since tho recognition of belllgoreuts has 


important legal effect, the circumstances 
under which it may be given by third 
powers without giving offence to the par- 
ent state Is important. When an insur- 
rection Is confined to a district in tho 
Interior of a country, other states would 
bo acting in an unfriendly manner if they 
recognized tho belligerency of tho i insur- 
gent, because by the nature of tho case 
the incidents of tho conflict could not di- 
rectly affect their subjects. 
" Tho treaty which the United States 


made with Spain in 1786, and still in 
force, gives to Spain tho right in just such 
an emergency as has now arisen to stop 
all American vessels on the high sous and 
search them for contraband munitions of 
war, 
As long as this country did not 


rogconlzo Cubans they had no more stand- 
ing than a group of Chicago rioters, but 
after tho action of congress they become 
Important Intel-national factors and a 
state of war is declared. 


"The recognition of the Cubans as bel- 


ligerents will not give them any right to 
use this country as a base for expeditions 
or to direct tho war. 
In tho treaty of 


1871 between tho United States and Great 
Britain, with which tho laws of this coun- 
try accord and are maintained towards 
all other powers, are the folio ,ving rules: 


"A neutral government is bound, 
" 'First, to use due dllllgenco to prevent 


the fitting out, arming or equipping with- 
in its jurisdiction of any vessel which it 
has reasonable ground to believe is Intend- 
ed to cruise or carry on war against a 
power with which it is at peace, and also 
to use like dllligenco to prevent tho depar- 
ture from its jurisdiction of any vessel 
intended to cruise or carry on war as 
above, sxich vessel having been specially 
adapted in whole or In part within such 
jurisdiction to warlike use. 
" 'Secondly, not to permit or suffer 


either belligerent to make use of its ports 
or waters as the base of naval operations 
against tho other or for tho purpose of the 
renewal or the axigmontatlon of military 
supplies or arms or tho recruiting of men. 


"In International law the proclamation 


of a state of siege is conslerdcd sufficient 
ground, ipso facto, for other powers to 
recognize belligerency. 


"At tho outbreak of the civil war Presi- 


dent Lincoln declared by proclamation 
that all tho southern ports were blockaded, 
and European powers led by Great Britain 
quickly recognized tho Confederates 
as 


belligerents. This government protested 
as hasty and precipitate, and said such 
recognition must bo construed as an nn- 
frioudly act, but many authorities on in- 
ternational law hold that the European 
nations could not do otherwise. 
"There has been no declaration by 


Spain of a blockade of Cuban ports, as 
that would have led nations to recognized 
a state of war existing there, but now 
that tho United States has taken the in- 
itiative, Spain [can readily declare Ha- 
vana blockaded against this or all conn- 
trios and capture any vessel that attempts 
to enter. 
"The notion of nations in recognizing 


Insurgents has often led to international 
complications between countries hitherto 
at peace. 
Frequently tho stopping of 


vessels on tho high seas and sometimes the 
seizure of them is tho cause of serious 
trouble. Tho arbitrary and unwarranted 
seizure o American vessels by Great Brit- 
ain led to tho war of 1813, and it is gen- 
erally concedod that a single seizure now 
by Spain would greatly Inflame public 
opinion in this country. Yet Spain has 
a legal right under international law to 
do so.

From Saturday's Dally, 


The announcement that the Christian 


church matter could would come up in 
court this morning drew a large number 
of persons to the circuit court room. 
Long before the matter came up the room 
was crowded and while they had to listen 
to minor cases until nearly 11 o'clock no 
one moved for fear that they would lose 
their seats. Among the spectators were 
many of the members of the Christian 
church, both the friends of Mr. Hall and 
the friends of the official board. Rev. 
Hall, Rev. Updike, and most all of the 
principals in tho cose were also present. 


Leforgee & Leo and W. C. Johns are the 


attorneys for tho four members of tho 
board, T. A. Pritchett, E. McNabo, F. P. 
Howard and J. E. Patterson, who arc 
asking for the injunction to bo issued 
Attorney I. R Mills and Attorney I A 
Buckingham are representing Rev. Hall, 
Mr. Updyke and the others aguinst whom 
it is asked the injunction shall be issued. 
There were several cases which took con- 
siderable time but the people who had 
come to hear the church case waited pa- 
tiently until the judge announced that he 
was ready to hoar the matter and try to 
restore peace. 


The Petition. 


Attorney W C. Johns then road tho pe- 


tition for a temporary injunction. The 
substance of the petition was as follows: 


That the judge should' know that there 


existed in thin city a church known as 
the Christian church and that this church 
and others of the same denomination in 
tho United States is independent and is 
froe from any general oganization. The 
officers in tho church are elders, board of 
deacons, trustees, pastor and congregation. 
Tho duty of the elders is to attend to the 
spiritual wants and the board of deacons 
the temporal wants of tho congregation. 
Tho duty of the pastor is to administer 
spiritually to the congregation and to 
preach in the church. The deacons, elerks 
and trustees have formed themselves into 
an official board, and have power to em- 
ploy tho pastor of tho church. On Sep- 
tember 3, 1898, George F. Hall, was en- 
gaged as pastor at a salary of $1,830 per 
year. It was agreed between Rev. Hall 
and the board that he coulft be removed 
from office by giving thirty days notice. 


At a meeting hold March 4, 1896, it 


was resolved that Rev. Hall's office should 
terminate at the expiration of thirty days 
and a notice to that effect was sent to Mr. 
Hall. 


There are now upon the rolls of tho 


church names of about 1,100 persons. 
When a voto of the congregation is taken 
it is necessary to have a majority of theso 


except death, that is not one of their pow- 
ers. No one can get out of the board 
unless by dying unless they consent. 
This marvloous organization comes into 
court only represented by four members. 
They want to keep Hall out of the church 
and they forever want to close Updyke's 
mouth 
in^ Decatur. 
Updyke comes 


here to hold a revival meeting and they 
don't want him to do it because they 
don't give their consent. 


"A church can't be organized in this 


state and bo a corporate body and then 
violate the law of their state in relation 
to religious societies. They can't adopt a 
custom which will overrule a law. The 
law says the trustees shall have charge of 
the church property suoject to the congre- 
gation. This organization known as tho 
official board was mode by the eiders tak- 
ing in the deacons. The very existence 
of such usages and customs as are men- 
tioned are so absurd that a court of jus- 
tice would not recognize it, and yet that 
is the basis of this cose. 


"These members of the board say that 


they employed Mr. Hall and that there 
was a provision between them that the 
contract could bo broken on thirty days 
notice. 


"After the board notified Hall that ho 


should go a meeting was held and the ac- 
tion repudiated. At this time T. A. 
PritchettJ requested that those who stood 
by tho board should not vote. Another 
meeting was held when several mem- 
bers of the board were removed and the 
balance of the board passed resolutions to 
engage Mr. Hall for a year and tho reso- 
lutions were voted upon and carried by 
tho members of tht> congregation present. 
This they suy is illegal " 


In speaking of the points of law Mr. 


Buckingham said, "What grounds arc 
there on which a temporary injunction 
could get granted. The only thing against 
Mr. Hall is that ho wants to preach the 
gospel and viewing it from a Baptist 
standpoint that is a pretty good thing. 
There is no allegation that the property 
is going to bo injured. There is no alle- 
gation that the property is going to be in- 
jured. There is 110 allegation which 
would furnish aa excuse for granting the 
temporary injunction. 
When all the 


facts can be brought before the court then 
Is the time to issue the injunction. There 
is no reason why it should be done and 
there is every reason why it should not bo 
done. Tho beat^thing that. these people 
can do is to go to their closets and pray. 
They can't got along with Mr. Hall for it 
would be like waving a red flannel frock 
before a mad bull to put Hall before them 
ho they had better pray themselves every 
Sunday morning and read the paper the 
rest of the day. There are four of these 
fellows who want Mr. Hall to get out and 
there are 1,096 other members in tho 
church who want to bo preached to. All 
of those will have to bo turned out in the 
cold without any spiritual food while 
McNabb, Pritehctt and tho other two 
will have a feast of spirituality." 


When Mr. Buckingham had finished his 


speech Judge Vail announced that a re- 
cess would be taken until 1:30. 


Mr, Mills was tho first speaker in the 


afternoon. He said that tho case was the 
most singular one of the kind he had 
known of. Whether it was right to issue 
the injunction should be decided by the 
allegations. 
He said: "Two cases have 


been cited but they were dissimilar to 
the present case, Tho bill read by the 


want to have time to gather and present 
the foots in the case If the court thinks 
that an Injunction should be issued." 


Mr. Lef«rge«'» Speech.' 


Attorney C. C. Feforgee followed Mr. 


Mills with an address. He said that the 
church had a right to create any bodies. 
This was put forth in the petition. The 
petitioners did not ask that the doors be 
closed. They simply ask that the pastor, 
Rev. Hall, whose term had expired, not 
be allowed to ursnrp the office and power 
of pastor." Mr. Leforgee then read por- 
tions from the petitions. He said that it 
was apparent in the petition that the 
right of the board of deacons had been 
violated. It is claimed in tho petition that 
the official board made an agreement with 
Hall to pay him $35 per week as long as 
he was employed. The distinct under- 
standing was that Hall could quit on 
thirty days' notice and tho board could 
give him thirty days notice. He said: 
"I have been waiting to hear how Rev. 
Hall could be dismissed. 
They deny the 


right of the elders, the deacons, the official 
board, to dismiss him. The official board 
hired Rev.!Hall and they are the only 
body which could dismiss him. They 
held a meeting, thoy decided to ask him 
to leave and sent him a notice. This 
wronged individual. Lot us follow the 
antics of this man. Ho starts out twenty- 
four hours later, alone, I, George F. Hull. 
Only 333 answered to his call at his own 
meeting and yet they say that ho has the 
congregation with him. He sends out let- 
ters to his friends to bo present at o cer- 
tain meeting and then he sends a letter 
to these members of the bo.vrd, telling 
them to bo present and defend them- 
selves. They attended and 
protested 


against the mooting asking that a roll call 
be taken. They were denied and ignored 
without 
having ally charges brought 


against them. Mr. McNabb asked for a 
roll call and it was denied him. Tho al- 
legations in the bill show that there wore 
tA«mty-two members of the board who 
hud the right and were the only body that 
had a right to expel the pastor." Here 
Mr. Loforgeo rend the resolution passed 
at the last 
meeting and which was 


signed by six members of the board. Mr. 
Lelorgco said, "Hall had recognized the 
official board until this timo and in this 
resolution where ho is again engaged he 
acknowledges that he has been expelled. 
The things which have been done have 
not been done in the name of religion but 
rather as a conspiracy and the rights of 
the board have been ursurped." 


Judge Vall'i* Decision. 


At tho close of Mr. Leforgec's speech 


Judge Vail gave his decision which was 
in favor of Rev. Hall. Ho said that ho 
could not see that there was anything to 
warrant granting tho temporary injunc- 
tion. The board undoubtedly was tho 
only body which could hire the minister 
bxit if Mr. Hall wished to remain as pus 
tor ho had the right to do it and run the 
chances of getting his salary. Tho judge 
said that he could not see that any dam- 
ago could bo done and that he did not 
think it was good public policy to stop 
any religious services, and especially when 
there did not seem to be any necessity for 
doing so. As to the position of the mem- 
bers of tho board he would give his deci- 
sion Monday. 


The petition was filed and the case 


will come up in the Juno term of the cir- 
cuit court.

At the close of a regular service of the 


church, without previous notice, Rev. 
Hall requested that the members of the 
congregation remain and asked that a 
voto be taken to see whether the ac- 
tion of the otTicinl board bo confirmed or 
repudiated, asking that the members of 
the board do not vote. P. W. Humphrey 
put tho question and 333 persons voted to 
repudiate the action of the board and none 
voted the opposite. No roll call was taken 
of the members present. 


Rev. Hall caused notices to bo sent out 


asking that the members be present at a 
meeting April 3 for the purpose of re- 
moving several members of tho board 
from their positions, charging them with 
insubordination. Tho meeting was held 
unlawfully as no notice hod been made 
from tho platform. The members of tho 
board were not guilty of any insubordina- 
tion. 


After removing illegally five members 


of the board the remaining members en- 
gaged Bev. Hall as pastor of the church. 


A revival meeting was opened at tho 


church by Bev. Hall and Bev. J. V. Up- 
dyko was invited hero, contrary to the 
order of the board, to conduct the meet- 
ings. 


The document declared that Bev. Hall 


and Bev. Updyke were unlawfully forcing 
themselves upon the premises of the 
church. An injunction was asked for 
against Bev. Hall, as acting as pastor or 
in any official capacity, against Bev. Up- 
dyke for conducting meetings, and against 
P. W. Humphrey W. W. Day, C. W. Lew- 
man, A. E. Wheeler, H. Brubaker, W. L 
Pierce and J. T. Bichnrdson from inter- 
fering with the church. 


The document was signed and sworn to 


by T. A. Pritchett in behalf of tho other 
three members of the board, F. P. How- 
ard, E. McNabb and J. E. Patterson. 


Attorney Johns read the records of 


other cases similar to the one under con- 
sideration. He said that by common 
usage it was necessary to announce the 
meeting from the platform of the church. 
When the congregational meeting was 
held at which the members of the church 
voted to repudiate the 
action of the 


board, a previous notice of the meeting 
had not been made. Mr. Hall feared that 
this meeting would not bo enough so he 
called another meeting to expel several 
members of the board. As this latter 
meeting was not previously announced as 
it should have been to have made it legal, 
Mr. Johns insisted that Bev. Hall and tho 
others were forcing themselves upon the 
church and that a temporary Injunction 
should be issued. 


Buckingham Answers. 


I. A. Buckingham, the attorney for Hall, 


Updyke and the others said, "This board 
is a monstrous creation. The members 
declare their own powers and recognize

cumstances. When it is all condensed, the 
central feature of the case is that in the 
Christian church there is a board which 
can control the spiritual tmd temporal 
matters of the church without the con- 
gregation having any voice. They say 
that they employed the pastor and that 
there was a contract by which the pastor- 
age conld be terminated with thirty days 
notice. They say that the pastor has con- 
timied after tho contract being canceled. 
If it is true that the board is supremo 
and the congregation have no right, then 
I say that we have an organization so 
contrary to reason, justice, humanity and 
Christianity, that It has no standing in a 
court of justice. If they have the right 
to supply whom thoy please for minister, 
when and how often they please, then 
they can't appeal to a court of equity." 


Mr. Mills said that when property is 


taken as their property was, it is taken for 
the use of the congregation. They do not 
allege that thoy are taking any action to 
secure a minister to take the place of Bev. 
Hall. Thoy do not claim that they wore 
even thinking of getting another minis- 
ter when thoy asked Mr. Hall to leave. 
Thoy are asking to close the doors against 
tho only preacher tho congregation has. 
They show a history of a conflict between 
the preacher and congregation on one side 
and a portion of the board on the other. 
Nothing has shown that any of the con- 
gregation 
are 
on their side, so it 


stands that there is a portion of the offi- 
cial board who want to close the doors 
against both tho preacher and congrega- 
tion. Mr. Hall is claiming a right by 
permission of the congregation, a«i for as 
it has been expressed. Ho does not come 
without right. The law is that whenever 
the board of trustees seek to deprive the 
congregation from using it thoy can be 
enjoined from doing it. The speaker 
said that the petitioners are seeking to 
deprive the congregation of their preacher 
without furnishing another. This, Mr. 
Mills said, could not be done and it had 
been decided by an important case, "These 
men," said he, "came forward not as 
trustees but as individuals to ask you to 
close the doors, against the preacher and 
congregation. If tho last meeting was

Price* to to Advanced at Ihe 


of May. 


Chicago dealers in Indiana and Illlnote 


coal are anticipating serious trouble about 
May 1. On that date It Is expected 
min- 


ers In ail the districts of the two state* 
will demand an increase of 5 cents « ton 
for mining coal and at the same time tlw 
railroads carrying coal from the miner 
will put into effect, in all probability, 
an advance of 5 cents a ton in freight 
rates. This difference of 10 cents a ton 
will have a considerable effect upon thev 
Chicago market. The most serious trou- 
ble, however, is anticipated in a strike 
which will follow the refusal of the opera- 
tors to give the advance iu wages and the- 
probable consequent shutting down ot tho 
mines. 


The advance in freights is practically 


a certainty. 
For the last three days nil 


the coal carrying railroads have boon rpp- 
rescuted in conferences at which this mat- 
ter has been under discussion. It has been 
the general feeling that a mistake wa* 
mode several years ago, when, on ac- 
count of the general hard times. Kites for 
bringing coal from the Illinois and Indi- 
ana mines to Chicago were reduced, 
ttnilrond men say there never has been a 
profit in carrying coal at the present rates. 
Last year an attempt was. made to put 
into effect a schedule advancing the rate* 
something like 15 cents a 
ton. 
-*o de- 


cided was the stand of the Chicago coal in- 
tercut against it the rates wen1 allowed ta» 
btoml as they were. This year the mil- 
roads have dec-idol, practically, to make 
an advance of o cents a tou, making rhe 
rate from the Springfield, Olivet. Pan.-*. 
and Grape Creek districts So cent-. ,i 
ton. 


The rate from the Bra/,11 district has not 
yet been decided upon. 
AH the coal 


carrying roads, save oue, have cast their 
votes in favor of the advance. 
Tho ex- 


ception was represented at tho last meet- 
ing by an assistant to tho general freight 
agent, who cast his vote In the allinna- 
tive, conditioned 111x311 the approval of his 
superior. That the vote of the road will 
finally be In favor of the advance is con- 
sidered certain. It is has also been de- 
ckled that the advance shall become effec- 
tive May 1. 


"The Chicago dealers Iu Illinois and 


Indiana coal will certainly combat any 
advance in coal carrying rate,'' said a. 
representative coal dealer yesterday when 
told of the contemplated change. 
"We 


feel now that the railroads ore getting too 
much for the service given. In addition 
to the 5 cent advance you say they are 
going to make, the miners are going to 
demand an advance of 5 cents a ton for 
digging the coal. That would make a 1O 
cent advance on the Chicago market, and 
would seriously interefero with Illinois 
and Indiana coal Interests. 
The moat 


serious trouble, however, Is anticipated 
because tho operators, it is known, will 
not give the advance asked by the min- 
ers, and a strike is almost a certainty. 
In that event the whole supply of cool 
from these two states will be shut off. 
If tho railroads were to reduce rates 5 
cents it might be the demand of the min- 
ers would be acceded to. But under the 
circumstances that seems an impossibil- 
ity."

Certain designing people with tho view 


of helping their "pull" In sotting up con- 
ventions every now and then report that, 
tlie Republican Is trying to run tho party 
Of course that would not bo a grievous 
sin If It were true but tho Republican Is 
not In that business except so far as It 
devotes Its space to building up the party 
by teaching Its principles.

If it were an in- 
dependent newspaper It could afford to do 
so, at least the.ro would not bo lacking tlie 
Inducements to do so, but no party paper 
can afford to discriminate as between Re- 
publicans who are seeking the nomination 
for the Maine olllco. Yet free as tho Re 
publican ami its proprietors have kept 
themsehes from mixing in these things It 
has not protected It from such accusa- 
tions by those who are ready to compro- 
mise any body even tho party ltsolf£to 
cany their particular schemes. 


Hut the Republican Is opposed to tho 


methods adopted sometimes In tho past by 
designing men who can work up schemes 
to carry primaries and mislead conven- 
tions, In other words It docs not endorse 
the ma.xlm of the assassin In politics 
that, "everything is fair in politics." 
Nothing Is fair In politics, confined to 
one's own party, tlmt creates discord and 
dlssention and endangers the success of 
the ticket after It Is nominated and it Is 
the opinion of tho Republican that as fast 
as those people are discovered they should 
lie relegated to tile rear among tho sut- 
tlers where they belong. The Republican 
believes that no matter how great a ma- 
jority a party may have It cannot long 
maintain such a majority If It allows the 
class of men to whom wo refer to set upcon 
volitions and thus secure the nomination 
of one Repulblcan, by treachery toward or 
aubse of Home other Republican equally 
as good.

McBride's Survival of the Fittest 


McBudo of tho United Mine Workers o 


America who, by the way, in 1880 and 
18113 advocated a free trade tariff as being 
tho beat thing for the miners, hai made i 
report in which ho soys that tho coal trade 
In tho United States was better in 1800 
than It Is now and that this condition 
arises from tho cursed, system of tho sur 
vlval of the fittest, that formerly tho Vir 
ginia coal went to tho seaboard but now 
there is more of it In Chlciigo than thero 
Is of Ohio conl. 


It is remarkably strange how people 


holding tho economic Idea Mr. McBrido 
does are so swift to substitute tho effect for 
the real cause and eternally manage to 
Ignore tho cause. McBrido's logic is fully 
as bad as Gresham's was when he sngcly 
remarked, when ho had decided to support 
Cleveland, that the price of labor was rog 
ulntcd by the supply and demand when 
tho question ut Issue was tho question of 
creating a demand for labor. 


Tho survival of tho fittest, says MoBrido, 


Is the reason the coal trade Is not as gooc: 
as It was in 1890. Could anything bj 
more absurd. The survival of tho fittest 
has been tho low of nature since tho Cre- 
ator spoke tho world into existence. 
It 


has always been the law o( trade and of 
commerce and always will be. Destruc- 
tion and survival aro effects of causes 
and nob the cause. 


In :S90 Mr. McBrido and tho entire 


school of free traders agreed that taking 
tho duty olT raw material including coal 
would bo beneficial to trade. 
That it 


would benefit tho minors. 
Tho miners of 


tho West were taught by tho Springers 
and tho McBrldes tlmt If tho barrier of 
protection was broken down and Nova 
Scotia coal was admitted to tho eastern 
market It wonld not lujxiro tho western 
miner. Tho Republican at tho time com- 
menting on a speech made by Springer 
along that lino In Decatur said that ev- 
ery ton 6ti coal admitted to the Eastern 
market to>>o used in tho factories of New 
England would displace a ton of coal in a 
western mine for the reason that tho mine 
of Virginia then supplying tho eastern 
factories would turn to tho west for a 
market. Now comes Mr. MoBrido and 
says that there is more Vlrignia coal in 
tho Chicago market than of OhloJ'coal 
but ho attributes that state of things to 
tho accursed law of the survival of tho 
fittest Instead of tho policy of tho Demo 
cratlc party that ho supported and did 
what ho could to have tho miners' sup- 
port. 


Thoro is another feature"of tho policy 


ho advocated In 1890 and 1893 that ho does 
not touch upon. Tho policy ho helped to 
put Into operation of a free trade tariff, 
closed hundreds of factories In every sec- 
tion of tho Union, under tho law of tho 
survival of tho fittest, nnd every factory 
that was closed destroyed tho demand for 
coal to the extent of the amount it would 
use under a favorable tariff policy which 
in addition to the millions of tons of for- 
eign conl tho same policy let Into the coon- 
try produced the condition of things of 
which McBrido complains and which he at- 
tributes to the law of the survival of the 
fittest. 


We suspect that Mr. McBrido, In view 


of the bad advice be gave tho miners was 
at a loss for a reason for tho unfavorable 
condition of the miners. Ones suspicion 
is aroused by tho Idiotic reason he gives. 
When a miner votes to let in foreign cool 
In competition with his own product, he 
votes the bread out of the months of his 
own children. That is-the long and the 
short of It in plain -"English and so long 
as the miners listen to .the sophistries of

Tanner's Nomination Assured. 


Springfield, 111., April 10.—John R. 


Tanner arrived hero; yesterday from Chi- 
cago, and will return there tomorrow. 
Ho said to-day that raoro than 700 dele- 
gates already elected "to the Republican 
state convention had been instructed to 
vote for his nomination for Governor, or 
about forty more than a majority of the 
entire convention, and that he expected 
not less than 800 delegates to bo instruct- 
ed for him by tho time the remaining 
county conventions have been held, and 
to have enough supporters in addition 
among tho unlnstruotcd delegates to give 
him 1,100 votes out of tho total of 1,836.

Another Favorite Son Swept Away by 


the McKinley Boom. 


Washington, D. C., April 11.—There 


will be an important conference within a 
few days, probably before tho end of nest 
week, between Senator Cullom and lead- 
Ing Republicans of Illinois. 
At that con- 


ference the future course of the senator 
with respect to tho presidential nomina- 
tion will be determined. Senator Cullom 
has not withdrawn, and ho will take no 
stop until' he has had this consultation 
There have now boon elected to the Illin- 
ois convention about 400 delegates with 
instructions for McKinley, and about 600 
delegates without Instructions, who are 
believed to be favorable to Senator Cul- 
lom if ho remains a candidate for thojpres- 
idoney. About 200 delegates remain to 
be elected, and of them Senator Cullom is 
assured of about two-fifths. 


Senator Cullom's friends 


inform him that ho can have the conven- 
tion's Indorsement, but that it will bo by 
a small majority. Several of them have 
within tho past week advised him strong- 
ly to withdraw, arguing that indorsement 
by a little over half of tho convention 
would bo worso than nothing. The sen- 
ator has listened seriously to these advis- 
ors, but has postponed final answter until 
he can meet those loaders of tho party in 
the state on whoso original advice'hc con- 
sented to bo a candidate. Tho consulta- 
tion, as stated, will take placo^somo time 
during the coming week. 


Tho convention does not moot until tho 


29th. The senator feels that there is no 
need of haste in acting upon tho question 
of withdrawal. While ho personally will 
not admit that ho has reached any deci- 
sion, and while he probably has not fully 
determined in his own mind what he is 
going to do, his friends here, especially 
members of the Illinois delegation, are 
satisfied he will in due time Jannounco his 
withdrawal. They consider it as good as 
settled that the state convention will not 
te asked to Indorse senator Cullom for tho 
presidency.

They will probably withdraw thoi 
tender feelings to some extent since it h 
developed that Hanson has a ramlly in th 
old country which the Danish consul a

as to the truthfulness of tho charge. Han 
sen had a wife in Decatur who bore him i 
child. It is believed tho American wif 
and child ore In Chicago. The other day 
Hanson was taken to Chicago by Sherif 
Nicholson to give him a chance to fur 
nish bail to the amount of $3,400 on tin 
embezzlement charge. Perhaps tho Dan 
ish government will take a round out o 
Hanson with a view of inflicting prope 
punishment for leaving his children in thi 
old country to hustle for themselves.

EARLY HISTORY OF TWO TOWNS: 


Oft 
How M«ch»ule»I)urt( and Kivertoii 


Their Names Long Ago. • 


In the Springfield Journal appears a 


long article on tho .early history of towns 
in Sangamon county. 
That port in 


reference to Mcchanicsburg and Riverton 
will interest many residents of Decatur 
and the western part of Macon county. 
Tho Journal says: 


Mcchanicsburg takes its name from the 


village and the^latter was platted and laid 
out by William S. Pickroll in November, 
18ii3. Mr. Pickroll came to Sangamon 
county .from Kentucky in 1828. He is 
supposd to have so named the village be- 
cause the place, then gave promises of be- 
coming an important center for tho pion- 
eer mechanic. Arthur Watson entered 
land in that neighborhood us early as 
April 1, 18!25. Hero is what a writer had 
to say about tho village in 1837: 


"Mechanlesburg, fifteen or cightoc: 


miles from Springfield, contains som 
twelve or sixteen families, tweuty-flv 
buildings, store, tavern aud postofflco 
Lots are worth from ten to thirty dollar" 
apiece. As tho country Is fine and we! 
settled iti the neighborhood, It seems t 
be reasonable to suppose that, with th 
start it has already attained, It will gro- 
to some importance." 


Tho brother of the founder of tho viil 


lage, Jesse Pickrell, taught the first sohoo 
In tho township In 1828, and seven year 
later ho planted a cotton wood tree whic 
is today grown to great size. He wa 
also tho first postmaster in tho townshi 
at what WHS then called Clear Lake Post 
olllce. The olflco was subsequently re 
moved to Mcchanicsburg and then too 
the name which ib still retains. 


In 1833 W. S. Pickroll owned a hors 


which was a hybrid between a Kontuok; 
hlgh-bi'ucd and a native horse. The nni 
mal was possessed of wonderful omluranc 
and speed and it was popularly said tlm 
ho could run down ii^wolf. 
When Mi 


Plekvoll was discharged from service in 
tho Black Hawk war, he was in Chicag 
with tho'] horse and while \ there ho wn 
offered forty acres of land, where the Chi 
cago city hall now stands, for tho animal 
Tho tract in question was then a swami 
waste and grown with gross as high a 
tho horse, and Mr. Pickrell decided tc 
keep his horse aud rlclo him back tc 
Springfield. The value of thnt forty acre 
of land in Chicago Is now in tho hundred 
of millions. 


The present village of Buffalo was one 


especially rich in names. It was plattec 
and recorded in 1854 by Charles B. Well 
under the name of Buffalo. 
Tho railroni 


company disregarded this and called i 
Mechanicsburg station, and to top it al 
tho postoinco was called Watson. 
Tin 


triangular name caused much coufnsioi 
and it waa not until tho perplexity occa 
sloueil became Intolerable that the names 
of tho postoillce and of the station were 
sacrificed for that of the recorded name o 
tho village. Dawson was named in honor 
of Hon. John Dawson, one of the famous 
long nine who secured tho state capita! 
for Springfield and Sangamon county.

The village of Bivorton has also had n 


variety of. names, eacli growing out o 
some condition or mark of progress in the 
community. It was first known as Ding 
man's Ferry because James Dingman for 
morly operated a ferry at that point uerosf 
tho river. That was in tho days before 
bridges spanned the stream and when the 
•iopo still clung vaguely in the minds ol 
icoplo that one clay tho Sangamon, by 
certain improvements, might bo made 
mvlgable for respectable boats. Mr. 
Dlugman is living and is now a resident 
of Niuntio. Thoro aro many who recall 
today their rides across tho river on Ding 
nan's ferry. He had a rope stretched 
icross tho water and with horses and pul- 
eys pulled a flat boat bock and forth by 
t. Tho boat was large enough to aceom- 
nodato a team and wagon. When tho 
Wabash railroad came through and estab- 
tshedli station there tho.placo was named 
Jamestown. This name was entirely, too 
stiff for the people of that day, and tho 
village was colloquially called "Jim- 
town." Tho next name was flowlett 
>fter the man who sunk a coal shaft there 
vnd began tho mining operations which 
lave since become so extensive. Associ- 
itcd with Mr. Howlott was Mr. Jacob 
Bunn of this city. On account of person 
il differences Mr. Howlott and Mr. Bunn 
lissolved partnership, the former moved 
iway and tho village was henceforth 
:uowu as Bivorton, deriving its name 
rom the river.
